Tom Smith, Attorney John Dawson and 
wo unknown persons had been found 
dead and full 150 people badly Injured.

Chandler is a town of 1BOO people, built 
n a bill In thick timber, and a mass of 
orn trees and wrecked bouses made It 
mpossible to reach near all ot the people 
n tbe dark. On every side was beard 
roans and cries for help, and tbe scene 
was indescribable. A large number of 
byeicians and other citizens went from 
ere for the scene with surgical instru- 


ments, drugs and other supplies.

jast night's terrible cyclono has turned 
he peaceful town of 1600 inhabitants into 
veritable morgue. 
The principal busi- 


ess buildings, residences are mere masses 
f debris. It is yet Impossible to give the 
ctnal number of dead, and wounded ow- 
ng to the confusion. The number of 
ead is variously estimated at from 25 to 
0, the injured at from 75 to twice that 
number. So far 20 bodies btwe been re- 
covered. The night was ono of inde- 
scribable horror, with many inhabitants 
dead and dying and tho remainder too 
barily Injured or unable from fright, or 
because of the darkness to render assist- 
ance to tho injured. Bedlam prevailed. 
The rain poured upon the stricken inhab- 
itants throughout the weary hours of tbe 
night. The Injured in many cases una- 
vailingly cried for help and lay In tbe 
wrecks of their homes till daylight, or aid 
from surrounding towns arrived. Many 
of tho wrecks took fire and burned them- 
selves out. It is believed many of tba 
missing were burned to death. 


The cyclone struck tho town without 


warning at 6 o'clcck last evening before 
the inhabitants realized what was upon 
tbem, hardly any means of escape being 
left. 
Tearing through the businesa dis- 


trict tbe stores were hurled right and loft 
and were lifted high in tbe air and tossed 
In every direction. The court bouse in 
which Chief Justice Dale was holding 
court was moved from Its foundations. 
Passing to tbe residence district tbe wind 
demon waped vengeance there and hur- 
ried on-into the open country. The trail 
left was one of complete wreck and ruin. 
The fire following with great flames lit 
up the sky. Soon a heavy rain storm was 
developing and as nigbt wore on It as- 
sumed tbe proportions of a deluge which 
saved the town, for in many spots It 
quenched tbe fire and prevented a general 
conflagration.

Supreme Court Declare! the Parole law to - 


' be Unconstitutional, 


The Illinois supreme court at Ottawa 


Is a measure has declared the Intermediate 
Imprisonment law invalid and will with- 
out doubt at a later date declare it uncon- 
stitutional. 


This Is the first test of the law made ia 


Illinois. At the October sitting of the 
circuit court in Clark conuty. 111., David 
A. MoDanall and John H. Clements were 
convicted of manslanehter. They were 
ent to the Cbe?ter penitentiary subject to 
he old English "ticket-of-leave" rule, 
with the prospects of a life sentence ba- 
oto them. 


Application for a new trial was made 


7 their attorney, Ethelberg' Callahan, 
nd denied, and as a last resort be start- 
sd to question the validity of the interme- 
iate imprisonment law and petitioned 
ho supreme court for a writ oJ habeas 
orpus.

The opinion of Attorney Callahan and 


thor prominent attorneys ID the supreme 
aurt is that tbe intermediate imprison-

Among the leading lawyers-tbe Inter- 
icdiate imprisonment law was regarded 
s an absurdity, and it was believed that 
s-corjBtitutionalty would be a question 
ooner or later.

Tho Money Power Opposes Greece 


and Her 


IK European Capital* Knmori of War 


Arc Dlncredited—The Part Ma- 


cedonia Playa in the Ore- 


ciaa-TarkiMk Criala. 


[Special Letter.) 


The latest advices from the Levant 


are to the effect that Turkey has massed 
55,000 well-ar»aed troops on the Mace- 
donian frontier and that the Greeks 
3mve sent 13,000 men into Thes&oly. 
This would indicate that the Grecian 
government, if too closely pressed by 
the powers in reference to its Cretan 
pol ic>. purposes to provoke trouble vi ith 
the Turkish empire in a direction \v here 
foreign interference would be > irtually 
impossiblc, unless indeed Russia should 
act as the sultan's guardian and pro- 
tector and send troops for his defense 
into Macedonia.' 


The line of action hitherto pursued 


by Greece has been venturesome and 
bold. In the face of combined opposi- 
tion from the six great powers it has 
T.eld the island of Crete and will, in the 
end, succeed in annexing it. Should it 
be forced to evacuate the island tem- 
porarily, it will instigate a revolution 
in Macedonia and somehow or other 
manage to bring about an attack on the 
Grecian outposts in Thessaly by the 
Turkish frontier guard. Such an as- 
sault would be a casus belli to which 
none of the European powers could ob- 
ject. It would leave Greece free to form 
alliances with other states and to pur- 
eue a vv ar against Turkey in any v» ay it 
should see fit. 


Greece alone might be unable to van- 


•quteh Turkey, but should its talented 
•premier, M. Delyannis, succeed m ne- 
jpotiati'iuj am offensive and defensive al- 
Uiance with Bulgaria, Servia and Monte- 
negro tdie struggle would be a more even 
one. 
Greece, with a population of 


2,500.000, can put 150,000 men in, the 
'field; Bulgaria could turn out nearly as 
maiiy; Servia's strength is estimated a.t 
1153,000, and Monte jro could furnish 
''15,000 of the best fight.rf men the 
world haseverseen, Turkey, by calling' 
'outthreeclassesof its reserves, could put 


The Macedon of to-day, for whose 


possession the allies would fight, is a 
poor country, inhabited by as shiftless 
and treacherous a people as ever lived. 
The old Macedonian stock, of which we 
read in am school books, is extinct. 
The descendants of Philip and Alexan- 
der the Great, the men m ho conquered 
the world, to-day exist only in the im- 
agmation of picturesque writers. Their 
place has been taken by motley crowds 
of Turks, Greeks, Slavs, Jews amd Gyp- 
sies, who have for centuries quarreled 
nmong themselyes. The country itself 
is wild and unproductive; and its few 
fertile \aliey? and plains have not been 
systematically cultivated for years. It 
has rich mineral resources, but these 
have never been developed, probably 
because the people were afraid that the

fruits of their labor would be taken 
from them by Turkish tax-gatherers or 
\illainousbrigands. The province has 
but few cities, among them twoor three 
seaports of importance, including Sa- 
lomca on the Aegean sea. 


Yet, ever since the disintegration, of 


Turkey has seemed probable, many 
countries have cast envious g-lanoes at 
Macedonia. 
The Greeks claim it be- 


cause it has a large Greek population. 
Seirvia claims it because, under the Ser- 
vian Czar Dushan, it belonged to her; 
Bulgaria wants it because it was once 
a part of Czar Samuel's realm; Eussia 
has an eye on it on general principles, 
and Austria-Hungary would like to an- 
r.ex it because it wants a seaport on the

400,000 men into a E'lrc-pean campaign 
on comparatively short notice, and stjll 
bav« its Asiatic possession, fairly veil 
protected. 


Although the Turkish army is not as 


well drilled at some, of the continental 
troops, it it, well armed with modern 
rifles; itsartiliery is equipped with the 
latest Krupp gums, and ith cavalry well 
mounted. What the soldiers lack in 
training they more than make up in 
fanaticism and frugality. They are not 
afraid of dtaath, their religion teaching 
,the doctrine of fate. IntheRusso-Turk- 
ish war of 1877 ttousands of Moslems 
aiished into the very jaws of death, with 
praises of Allah on their lips anil de- 
riding- the fear of death, entertained by 
.the enemies they slew. A faaatic is 
always* dangerous opponent, and w hen 
armies of them are led by officers im- 
T>ued with the same reckless disregard 
for life, they become formidable, even 
though they may bo poorly fed and illy 
clad. Incaseof a%war bet ween. Turkey 
and 6reece, the Moslem troops would 
be camma/oded by Osman Pasha, one of 
the most dSetiuguished generals of our 
lime. This famous soldier ii now 65 
years of age. He fought with great dis- 
tinction in the Crimean war. was eub- 
comraarrder of the Turkish forces dur- 
ing the Cretan campaign of 1873 and the 
Serbian-Turkish war. In the Kusso- 
Turkisb catn;>ai<rn he was commander 
of the Fifth army corps and led the 
Moslem troops at the famous battle of 
Scalevit.!, Defeated in that engage- 
ment, he intrenched himself at Plevna, 
holding his position against an im- 
mensely superior force from August 31 
to December 10, 1877, when he surren- 
dered with 43.00C men. Kecently Osman 
•was nude commander in chief of the 
Turkish army, which, in spite of laek of 
funds, he has brought up to an efficient 
ftandard. IE hismethodsof wurfarehe 
is a typical Ottoman leader—brave, 
fanatical, cruel and a master of strategy. 


Neither Greece, (Bulgaria, Servia nor 


Montenegro has a military leader of rec- 
ognized ability; and neither has any one 
of these countries much more money 
to carry on a protracted war than Tur- 
key itself. A great conflict between 
the miltan and hi* antagonists would, 
(to use a plain pfcrwe, be a beggar's war.

An English writer, \\ ho has made the 


question the subject of profound re- 
search, sums up the historical claims on 
Macedonia as iolkm-s: "1, Mncedopn 
was a province of the Greek cnipir 
from the fourth to the middle of th< 
fourteenth century—that ib to saj, f>> 
nearly a thousand years, with a shw: 
interruption duriuff the rcij^ii of t' 
Bulgarian Cz,w Samuel. 2, Macedonia 
was taken from the (j reeks and annexed 
to Servia in the middle of the fourteenth 
century by the ^-Vrvian Czar Dusha:; 
3, The third ami the only historic fact 
of practical importance is that the 
Turks conquered Macedonia after de- 
feating the Servian King Vukashin, in 
1371, and that up to the pre.sent day they 
are masters of tie country. To the 
question to whom Macedonia belongs 
historically, the only conclusive ant-wei 
could be that it belonirs to the mltan, 
and that after him tin1 ij reeks have the 
strongest historic •claim. At any rate, 
one thing is beyond all doubt—the Bul- 
garians have no historic claim." 


It may be assumed, however, that 


should there be a (ireek-Serri.in-Ku!- 
jarian-ilontenegThi coalition the di- 
vision of Macedonia would be agrtjfcd 
upon before the opening- of hostilities 
against Turkey, and historical claims 
would not be considered in the settle- 
ment. And it may be assumed with 
equal assurances that neither Russia 
nor Austria would consent to any di- 
vision which might, in any way, inter- 
fere with their commercial and political 
interests. Russia would undoubtedly 
favor Bulgaria's claims because that 
state is one of h^r own creations whose, 
complete absorption, by the Muscovite 
empire is only a question of time. 


While preparing this article the 


writer received a letter from a foreign 
gentleman in touch with European pol- 
itics which stated, in effect, that in the 
continental capitals reports of a general 
European war found but little credence 
because the Rothschilds and other 
money kings are opposed to a world 
conflict at the present time. Inasmuch 
aa all the countries which, have been 
talking of going to war are on the verge 
of bankruptcy, and without ready cash, 
their actions must necessarily depend 
more or less on the decision of the 
money power which, so my correspon- 
dent annree me.

The whole number of votes oast for 


mayor at the primaries was a650; the 
whole number oast for city clerk was 
3406; the whole number cast for city at 
tomey was 2758, and the whole number 
cast for treasurer was 3781. This is con 
•iderably in excess of the Republican vote 
cast for mayor in the city attbe city election 
In 1895. In that election Conklin recelv 
ed 1925 votes, but there were three tickets 
in the Held. The Municipal ticket, headed 
by Judge Traver. received 1179 votes and 
the Democratic ticket headed by H. C 
Scanlon 
nceievd 1069 votes, which 


amounted In the aggregate to 333 more 
votes than wore rest for the Republican 
ticket.

He looked 
ip and saw something that astonished 
im. A fox squirrel—and a fox squirrel 
s the biggest of the squirrel kind—was 
taping from limb to limb and. from 
ree to tree in mortal affright, evidently 
leeing from some deadly enemy. Close 
>ehind him, curving, twininpand twist- 
nit, but -with all details of its locomo- 
tion invisible from below, so swift its 


fress, a.ud so easy its passing from 


iinb to limb and tree to tree, carnc 
hree to five feet of blackness. It was n 
Jack snake pursuing the fox squirrel. 
Its chase was hopeless, but the ability 
and the hungry earnestness of this one 
constrictor of our northern woods were 
demonstrated remarkably. As for the 
man underneath—well, he was a young 
'ellow with a shotgun. The young fel- 
ow with a shotgun Is a reasonably good 
shot in the country, and he kills snakes, 
rfepoumi a load of shot into that black 
streak among the branches, and it 
dropped to the ground, merely a foul, 
dead, moderately sized specimen of 
boscanion constrictor.—Recreation.

A CHAPTER ON POTATOES. 


More Xtitriment tjnir. frt by Covlrlns 


Them vrlth the SLin« On. 


Every land has its favorite mode of 


Booking potatoes. Tin- Trend <>:,eel in 
the art of frying potatoes; iTi Hie boil- 
ing of them there is nono s<> cle\eros 
the Irish woman. Tor aroasiecl potato 
an English hearth takes the- i>ri>:e. 


It is sajcl that more tfiitViment is 


srivinetl from potatoes \vhen t'hey are 
cooked •with the skins or, that a great- 
er amount of potash-'ami other sult^ 
will be found in them 1lian if they had 
been pared before cookinfr. K potatoes 
are old and "withered, put th^in to c-oi)k 
in cold water, but if fris>h and firm, let 
them be cooked in boiling salted \vater. 
Itoil potatoes ^teatlily. but not rap- 
idly so the outside surface will break 
mid g*ive them a rou^h 
appearance 


when they are to be served as a plain 
boiled potato. 


For potato ehovvder, eut a quarter 


of a pound of salt pork into small pieces 
and put. over the fire in a spider with 
one onion chopped fine, and cook until 
tlic-pieccs are of n poldrn brown. Peel 
half a dozen Inrg-e ]x>tdtocs and cut 
them into cubes. Take :i larg"e sauce- 
pan ami put a layer of potatoes in th-1 


bottom; then a la.yer of the preparcrl 
|»ork and on:on=. Sprinkle lifrhtly with 
salt and pepper ai*d chopped parsley. 
Uopcat thK until tlie vegetable and 
pork are used. Turn over the viliole 
the <lrippinsrs from the pan in which 
f he pork w;is cooked, and then pour over 
nil two cupfuls of water. Cover the 
Dan, 
and let the contents ™>eutly cook 


for half an hour. Mix together one 
tablespoonful each of flour and but- 
fer, and stir this with one cupful of 
boiling milk. \Vhon the potatoes arc 
sufficiently cooked add one cupful of 
creajn to 1he boiling milk, and turn 
the mixture in with the cooked vege- 
tables. Mix together, taking care not 
to crush the potatoes, and the chowder 
is ready to serve. 


To bake creamed potatoes, put over 


the fire an a saucepan a generous half- 
spoonful of butter and stir into it one 
tablespoonful of flour. Gradually add 
half a cupful of well-seasoned white 
stock and three-quarters ot a cupful 
of eream or rich milk, and season with 
salt and pepper. >feanwtile cut one 
pound of coKl boiled potatoes into slices 
or cubes, and stir them carefully into 
the creamed-dressing. Butter a shal- 
low baking dish ankl put in the prepared 
p\>tatoes, cover the top with a layer of 
grated eheese, and sprinkle some fine 
stale bread crumbs over tflie whole. 
Bake in a hot oven about ten minutes 
or long enough to brown the crumbs 
and melt the cheese. 


For lyonnaise potatoes, place a spider 


over the fire contain]n» two level table- 
spoonfuls of butter. VVTien it is melted 
stir in a heaping-teaspooaful of chopped 
onion, and let it cook until slightly col- 
ored before adding tiwo cupfuls of cold 
boiled potatoes cut in cubes. Lightly 
toss the potatoes until they have ab- 
sorbed the butter and taken on some 
color. Sprinkle the potatoes with salt 
and pepper and some chopped parsley. 
Serve hot. The juice of part of a lemon 
may be used in place of the parsley. 


A nice way to serve potatoes for n 


dinner is as follows: Take one quart 
of mashed potatoes, add two tablespoon- 
f uls of cream, and neat until light. Stir 
two beaten eggs and season with pep- 
per and salt and two tablespoonf uls of 
chopped parsley. Thickly butter the 
inside of a basin or plain mold, cut a 
cooked carrot dnto slices, and then in 
some fancy shapes, as diamonds, rings, 
or circles, arrange them around the 
mold, and sprinkle the? rest of the moH 
with eift«d stale bread crumbs. Fill 
the mold with the prepared potatoes, 
place in a hot oven, and bake until they 
fre a nice brown. Ix-t the mold stand 
a few minutes after it is taken from 
the oven before turning the potatoes 
<vut upon a Tact dish to serve.—W. Y. 
Sun.

HISTORY OF 
WITCHCRAFT. 


the 
•omc luterc-nllnB Fact! About 


Old-Time Crime. 


"Witchcraft at Salem and Elsewhere, 


was tie subject of a recent lecture bj 
Prof. John Fiske. Prof. Fiske began 
his lecture by citing aa instance which 
occurued in Normandy in 1G70, when 
Louis XIV. granted leniency to a num 
her of persons convicted by the parlia 
meat of Xorraandy of the crime o1 
witchcraft. A remonstrance was sem 
to the crown by the parliament suppli 
eating- his majesty to reflect upon the 
gTiilt of these persons, whose crime was 
the "greatest men can commit," both 
as an offense against the glory of Got 
and a menace against the goods ant 
ex-en lives of their fellow-men. 


Louis was too well versed in the eti 


quette of the highest court to reverse 
his decision, and the offenders escape( 
death, but the incident serves to show 
the attitude of the leaders of that time 
toward the supposed crime. 


"Belief in witchcraft," said the lee 


tnrer, "was shared by the whole human 
race from the earliest time down to the 
seventeenth century. Tribes of people 
have been found living in a state of ex 
treme barbarism, and it is believed bj 
travelers that they were utterly with- 
out ideas of religion; still, even among 
these there was ai strong belief in the 
supernatural in human form. Accord- 
ing1 to the pagan idea the first associa- 
tion of death and all evil was with some 
similar agency. They had no concep- 
tion of natural disease—all death w as 
murtler through some superhuman 
power. This belief in witchcraft was 
deeply rooted and accepted by all with- 
out question. 


"This belief now is entirely ertinct 


among educated people. What, then, 
caused this change? It is not argument 
A powerful cause haa been at work, and 
It is the gigantic development 
ol 


physical science since the days of New 
ton and Descartes. This new force sup- 
planted superstition in the minds oJ 
the people, just as clover will choke out 
weeds." 


Relating- to evidence, Mr. Fiske told 


of several instances which showed the 
power of the belief of the old world long 
before the famous Salem witchcraft in 
the new. One of the first recorded was 
the trial of two old women in England 
for bewitching1 six girls and an infant 
boy. 
The child being ili, the mother 


Buspected it of being a victim of witch 
craft—the most natural supposition at 
that time. 
She oorMilled a country 


physician, who advised her to hang the 
child's crib blanket up during the day 
and if she found anything strange 
about it to throw it in the fire. She did 
so and when she looked nt the blanket 
found a frog on it. When thro\\ n in the 
fire it blazed suddenly, then vanished 
with a queer noise. At the same hour 
one of the old women, sitting before 
the fire, had her face scorched, which 
immediately aroused --uspieion against 
her. 
About the fame time the other 


children were seized vi ith pains, causing 
convulsions and other such symptoms 
of evil practice, upon v hich the twoold 
women suspected were tried, convicted 
ond hanged. 


During the middle ages the execu- 


tions for witchcraft were numerous. 
The last sentence of de;ith for w itch 


ft occurred in England in 1712, in 


Scotland in 1722. in Germany in 1740 ami 
in Spain in 1781. 


In this country the first accused of 


witchcraft was Margaret Jones, at 
Charlestown, who aror.-ed suspicion by 
her opposition to <hr usual forms of 
medical practice, such as bleeding and 
leeches, and who effected remedies 
through the means of simple herbs.— 
If. Y. Tribune,

But, 
notwithstanding this surplus of ap- 
parent propelling power the celestial 
telescope is an exceedingly slow and 
awkward fish ;n getting .ibojf, and 
seems to be even more stupid than most 
other fish. For instance, it

food must be placet! m the waiter oji 
the end of a little straw or stick in such 
a way that it can isee it plainly and 
ttien the. food must be held in position 
far a long time before it can be induced 
to eat. 


The dealer has had. no two of these 


fishes that were closely similar in the 
shape of their tails, in coloring or in 
size. None of them are provided with 
ft dorsal fin and none of them seem able 
to swim iu a straight line. Tihe fish 
that was seen by the writer seemed to 
have two defective eyes; one of the 
aide eyes and one of the upper eyes 
apparently being covered with a sort 
of film. The dealer said that all the 
fish of this variety he Jiad secured 
oecmed to be defective in one or more 
eyes, and one of Tlifm acted as if entire- 
ly blind on one side, but pefrfectlj" clear 
sighted in both eyes of the other side. 


The dealer says thnt he had a con- 


signment of similar fish some ten or 
twelve y«ars ago. and that he tried ex- 
periments in breeding them; these ex- 
periments resulted in flsh with telescop- 
ic or protruding eyes, but not in flsh 
with four eyes. None of the telescope 
fish, either "celestial" or otherwise, are 
1-andsome except in their coloring, al- 
though they are all of the (roldftsh va- 
riety, as before stated. One of those

the one now on exhibition is about th« 
color of an ordinary goldfish. It is 
said that they are very Uglily prized in 
China and that they are rarely allowed 
to leave the Celestial empire.
